REAPPORTIONMENT of Riverside county supervisorial 
districts to give all sections of the county and the city of 
Riverside fair representation on the hoard has been sug­ 
gested by The Desert Sun m any times in the last few 
years. The need for such reform is now all the more a p ­ 
parent. The Riverside Enterprise Iasi week brought up the 
subject again and favors a change—at latest after the 
10.5(1 census. The article and map showing supervisorial 
districts was reprinted in last Tuesday's Desert Sun. One 
look at th is map shows what's the matter with the pres­ 
ent lines. Portions of four of the five districts are located 
in the city of Riverside—our Fourth district being the 
only one not so included. This would make it possible 
for Riverside, with one-lhird of the county's population, 
to have four-fifths of the hoard's vote. On the other hand, 
as the Enterprise poinls out, Riverside could also have 
no resident on the hoard. As now constituted, the hoard 
has three residents from Riverside. With 40 per cent of 
the county's assessed valuation, our Fourth district has 
one representative; recently appointed Colli.s Mayflower 
of Blythe. The unfairness of the present set-up as far as 
Palm Springs is concerned has been dem onstrated in the 
past several months. It is not too soon to start right now 
the campaig n to correct, this situation which is not only 
unfair b u t contrary to state law. 


SIMILAR SITUATION exists to some extent right here in 
Palm Springs where our eottncilmanic districts are un- 
fairlv balanced. This should also he taken u n d er consider­ 
ation afte r the 1950 census which will give us an accurate 
count of the population by districts. Well m ig h t some of 
Ihe people here claim that they have little representation
